A dispatch on Feb. 22, to Ren- 
ter's Telegram Company from St. 
Petersburg, confirms advices from 
St, Petersburg to the effect that 
peace was under consideration, and 
adds that definite terms are being 
discussed there. The dispatch 
says : 

The, question of peace has not 
only been formally discussed, but 
the conditions on which Russia is 
prepared to make peace haye pract 
ically been agreed upon. These are 
as follows : 

Korea is to be placed under 
Japanese sovereignty. 

"Port Arthur and the Liao Tung 

ninsula to be ceded to Japan. 

"Vladivostok to be declared a 
neutral port, with an open door. 

The Eastern Chinese Railroad to 

ional administration. 

"Manchuria, as far north as Hai 
bin, to be restored as an integral 
part of the Chinese Empir< 

The difficulty lies in settling 
the question of indemnity, upon 
which it is known that Japan in- 
sists, but it is thought that this 
difficulty is not insuperable. 

"The most trustworthy opinion 
at St. Petersburg is that, in view 

of the intern. I B it,,»li«r> arxi th» 

enormous difficulty in carrying on 
the war, peace on the terms outlin- 
ed will be concluded within a com- 
paratively short time, if the indem- 
nity question can be arranged, but 
it is quite possible that Russia wi 
risk another battle before a decis 
ion is reached."

Fined SI. 000 For Violation of Day 
Act, -Appeal To Be Taken 



At Richmond, Ky., on Feb. 21st. 
Berea College was fined $1 000 for 
violation of the Day act, the law 
passed by the General Assembly 
prohibiting the co-education of the 
white and colored races. 

When the law was passed the 
college authorities at once declared 
their intention to abide by its 
visions pending a decision as to its 
constitutionality. In order to 
raise the questions technical viola- 
tion of the act was committed, and 
on such violation, by consent, the 
college as a corporation was in 
dieted. 

The college demurred to the in 
diotment and the question of con- 
stitutionality was thus raised 
Briefs were filed by both sides and 
Judge J. M. Benton overruled the 
demurrer and held the law consti- 
tutional. The conviction and fine 
followed as a matter of course, as 
the college made no defense as 
the facts. 

The case will go at once to I

The snow-white marble statue of 
Miss Francis E. Willard, conspic- 
uous as the only statue of a woman 
among a score or more of images of 
noted men, was unveiled in Statu- 
ary Hall of the capitol at Washing 
ton, on afeernoon of Feb. 17, with 
exercises of a highly interesting 
and impiessive character. The 
statue is a gift from the State of 
Illinois, but its formal acceptance 
was made the occasion for a loving 
tribute from the women of the en- 
tire country to the memory of the 
great temperance leader.

The statue is ths work of Miss 
Helen Farnsworth Mears, of Wis- 
consin. It represents the famous 
temperance leader standing in mod 
em dress by a reading desk as' 
though about to address an audi 
ence. In her left hand are a tew 
leaves of manuscript and her rignt 
arm rests easily on the desk. At 
her feet on the pedestal are carv 
ed these words from one of her ad 
dresses : 

"Ah! it is women who have given 
the costliest hostage to fortune. 
Out into the battle of life they 
have sent their best loved, with 
fearful odds against them. Oh, by 
the dangers they have dared: by 
the hours of patient watching over 
beds where helpless children lay ; 
by the incense of ten thousands 
prayers wafted from their gentl 
lips to heaven, I charge you togiv 
them power to protect along life' 
treacherous highways those whom 
they have so loved."

With the thermometer fdrting* 
with the zero marK, the very idea 
of tnose people up in rhe Adiron- 
dacks sleeping in the open air in 
enough to make one shiver, but 
the wonderful successes that have 
followed this system of treatment 
demonstrate how quickly the aver- 
age human being adapts himself to 
natural conditions. The people of 
the Arctic regions quickly succumb 
to climatic influence when removed 
to more temperate countries, but 
the aycrage resident of the temper- 
ate zone is more reudily acclimated 
and manages to endure tm- most 
violent extremes of cold and heat, 
ranging from the Klondike to the 
equatorial regions with comparative 
impunity.

Lieut. Gen. Stossel, the former 
commander at Port Arthur, arrived 
at Kafa, Crimea, on Feb. 22. He 
was welcomed by a cheering crowd. 
At the dockside a deputation from 
the municipality presented him 
with the traditional bread and 
salt and an address of welcome, 
Steessel, addressing the assemblage, 
said : 

"My officers and soldiers coming 
back to the fatherland bow to you." 

Many relatives of those who had 
defended Port Arthur were pres- 
ent, and there were pathetic exhi- 
bitions of grief and joy, according 
to the news he received. Stoessel 
personally condoled with the wid- 
ows and orphans, and many of 
them kissed his hand. The Gener- 
al expressed indignation at the re- 
ports regarding the numbers of the 
available troops at Port Arthur at 
the time of the surrender of the 
fortress, and said the statements 
made were all untrue. The Rus- 
sian fleet, he added, was destroyed 
beyond repair, there was no medi- 
cine in the fortress, it could not 
have held out more than a day 
longer and the surrender saved the 
women and children.

Don't Shoot Hawki. 

Why shoot the chicken hawk 
when it comes within range. Why 
shoot any hawk? True, we all do 
•o, or have done so. But why? 
For the most part, we fear, because 
we were simply savages out to slay ; 
indeed, more savage than the sav- 
ages, for the latter rarely killed an- 
imals which were not dangerous or 
which could not be used. Now, 
about the hawk, let us go onoe 
more to Uncle Sam, who is passing 
wise in many things. Uncle Sain 
has been stud} ing hawks. Of 124 
stomachs of marsh hawks which 
were examine^, 45 per cent of the 
hawks bad been feeding on mice, 
18 per cent on other small mammals, 
18 per cent on reptils, frogs and in- 
sects and only a very low percent- 
age on poultry and small birds. 
We do not find that this bird was 
so very destructive to quail and 
partridges after all ; aad it is un- 
der this latter supposition that 
sportsmen shoot hawks when they 
find opportunity. Uncle Sam con- 
cludes that the marsh hawk is a 
beneficial bird and that its presence 
and increase should be encouraged 
in every possible way. Then why 
shoot it down, as it flits by, * striv- 
ing in its own ancient and appoint- 
ed way, to get on in the world, juet 
as each of us is striving. We 
council each sportsman to think 
the matter over, and to remember 
that th-5 results of scientific Invest- 
igation are more conclusive than 
hasty suppositions. 



Berea Again Fined. 

A second fine of $1,000 was as 
sessed against Berea College in the 
Circuit Court on the charge of 
maintaining a negro school within 
twenty-five miles of the college. 
The university attorneys filed a 
demurrer to the indictments 
turned by the grand jury, but this 
was overruled by Junge Benton, 
who again sustained the constitu- 
tionality of the Day law.

Thomas 8. Stadden, a prominent 
resident of Wadesville, Clarke 
county, was in thiB city recently, 
su vs a Winchester (Va.) special to 
the New York Herald, and brought 
with him a terrapin which has a 
remarkable history. 

Just 30 years ago, in 1874, Mr. 
Stadden came across the terrapin 
on his farm and on the bottom of 
its shell inscribed the date. Every 
time since then that he has seen 
the terrapin he has cut the date 
on the shell and the entries are as 
follows: In 1874, 1875, 1879, 1880, 
1881, 1882 and 1884. 

On the latter date Mr. Stadden 
carried the terrapin to a spot near 
Stephensons, two and one half 
miles from home, and turned it 
loose. Mr. Stadden has always 
held to the theory that terrapin 
and turtles will try to wander back 
to the spot of their birth, aDd to 
tes"t the theory the terrapin was 
taken to Stephensons. 

That was 20 years ago and dur- 
ing the two decades Mr. Stadden 
never saw his pet— in fact, he bad 
forgotten all about it until one day 
recently he came across a terrapin. 
Turning the terrapin over, he was 
amazed to find that it was his long- 
lost pet. There were the dates, 
the initials placed there from time 
to time, grown larger with the ter- 
rapin, but as distinct aiuiuai an 
the day they were cut. 

In order to get back to its usual 
feeding place under the mulberry 
tree from Stephensons the terra- 
pin had to cross several streams, 
traverse wooded bluffs, treacher- 
ous ravines and cross fields. Twen- 
ty years had been required to make 
the journey of two and one-half 
miles, but, guided by instinct, the 
little terrapin had at last reached

and sand, uniformly deposited by 
tbe annual Nile floods. From the 
I greatest depth a fragment of pot- 
' tery was obtained. Tbe regular- 
ity and distinctive character of 
these Nile deposits are so clearly 
marked that the rate of the ac- 
cumulation is accurately deter- 
mined, which is found to be an 
average of 3| inches in a century. 
It thus appears that this fragment 
buried in Nile mud lay is plaoe 
more than 18,500 years, and it Is 
safe to say that the Nile valley soil 
has produced a crop annually dur- 
ing this vast period of time, and 
bow much longer no one can tell. 
Each crop has been produced by Ir- 
rigation on a grand scale, exactly 
what we call winter irrigation in 
California, which Is a deep and 
thorough soaking of the soil dur- 
ing the wet season when nature la 
striving to prepare tbe soil for the 
crops demanded of it by modern 
agriculture. It has often been 
urged farmers to practice winter 
irrigation, and with reason. Imi- 
tate the Nile as far as possible.

A well-regulated garden cannot 
be considered complete unless it 
contains a selection of some of the 
principal varieties of sweet, arom- 
atic herbs, for vegetables and other 
dishes. Some of them are really 
indespensible, and almost all herbs 
are serviceable in various culinary 
operations. In moBt gardens the 
herbs are found to occupy some 
out-of-the way situation, smother- 
ed with weeds and grass, and it is 
very fortunate if a variety or so 
can be found when wanted for use. 
Although herbs in general can be 
grown in almost any soil or expos- 
ure, they should not be placed un- 
der trees nor in shady situations. 
They love a moderately rich and 
deep soil. Along the sunnyside of 
the garden fence is as good a situ- 
ation as any. A litt.e patch of a 
few plants of the principal kinds 
will furnish an abundance of herbs 
for an ordinary family, as well as 
a supply for use in a dry state. To 
secure them in the greatest per- 
fection for the latter purpose they 
should be cut on a dry day, just 
before they commence to bloom, 
tied into small bunches, and hung 
up in the shade to dry.
